rence  in  Nevv-Vork,  in  i820.  The  result 
of  those  me^ings  was  then  laid  before  the 
Conference  and  referred  to  a  committee, 
who,  in  their  report,  recommended  a  peti¬ 
tion  to  the  legislature  of  this  state  to  pasa 
an  act,  to  enable  them  to  enforce  the  pe¬ 
culiarities  of  their  Discipline,  which  was 
agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  conlerenceu 
This  caused  great  uneasiness ;  but  th^  p#* 
tition  was  not  presented  according  to  tht 
resolution.  ^>on  afler  the  continpeoet 
rose,  the  preacher  in  charge,  or  wbat  m 
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called  the  ruling  preacher,  began  to  inter¬ 
fere  more  than  ever  with  the  temporal 
concerns  of  the  church  and  the  business 
of  the  trustees ;  and  had  proceeded  so  far 
in  the  forepart  of  the  month  of  July,  as  to 
derange  their  accounts  in  such  a  manner, 
that  they  could  not_have  reported  an  ac¬ 
count  of  their  proceedings  to  the  society, 
which  would  have  been  satisfactory  to 
themselves.  This,  taken  in  connection 
with  H  long  chain  of  insult  and  ill  usage, 
caused  four  of  the  trustees  to  resign  their 
situation  in  the  board  of  tnistees ;  and  on 
the  13ih  of  luly,  a  number  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  withdrew  from  the  church,  and  soon 
after  united  themselves  under  the  follow¬ 
ing  articles,  which  they  caused  to  be 
printed  and  delivered  to  the  leaders,  and 
distributed  amongst  the  members  and 
others,  as  the  foundation  of  their  associa¬ 
tion. 

ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION. 

I.  The  Bible  will  be  their  rule  of  Dis¬ 
cipline. 

II.  Each  member,  male  and  female, 
shall  have  a  vote  in  the  choice  of  Preach¬ 
ers,  and  the  allowance  to  be  made  for  their 
services. 

III.  Disputes  or  disagreements  between 
members,  to  be  settled  by  three,  five,  or 
seven  members  of  the  Society,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon.  If  the  dispute  is  between 
men,  it  shall  be  left  to  men  to  settle  :  if 
between  women,  to  be  left  to  women. 

IV.  Persons  to  be  tried  for  transgressing 
against  the  good  order  of  the  Society,  shall 
have  the  fairest  opportunity  possible  of 
obtaining  an  impartial  jury. 

V.  The  members  will  all  be  classed  in 
classes  of  about  twenty  members  each,  and 
will  be  met  once  a  week  by  a  Leader  of 
their  own  choice. 

VI.  The  members,  having  equal  rights, 
may  form  such  rules  for  reguUm^  and 
promoting  the  good  of  the  Soci  ^Hpay 
be  thought  expedient  by  a  majonl^W  the 
members.

Some  of  the  memf>ers  of  the  Society 
then  hired  the  use  or  a  School-room,  No. 
63  CLrystie-Street,  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  for  Divine  w'orship.  On  the  l6th 
they  bad  meeting,  and  W.  M.  StilwelJ,  an 
Elder  of  the  Methodist  Lpisco|>al  Church, 
pre^hed,  and  after  sermon  gave  notice 
that  he  bad  withdrawn  fioai  that  Church, 
ao^  now  joined  himself  to  the  Methodist 
Society :  at  the  same  time  giving  an  invi¬ 


tation  to  any  or  etery  person  present,  who 
wished  to  join  the  Society,  to  come  for¬ 
ward,  when  about  one  hundred  came,  and 
had  their  names  enrolled.  A  fter  that  they 
took  legal  measures  to  have  the  Society 
incorporated.  On  the  8th  day  of  August 
they  had  an  election  of  Trustees,  when 
George  Taylor,  jun.  Michael  D.  Higgins, 
Edward  Sturman,  Morris  D’Canip,  Daniel 
Sutton,  and  Richard  Miller,  were  elected. 
On  the  9th,  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation 
was  recorded  by  the  name  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Society  in  the  City  of  New- York, 
which  soon  increased  to  300.  In  the 
mean  time  the  Society  met,  and  appointed 
a  committee  to  draw  up  Articles  of  Faith 
and  General  Rules,  which  they  did,  and 
reported  the  same  to  the  Society  in  a 
meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  when  they 
were  adopted  without  a  dissenting  voice, 
and  which  we  here  insert :  they  are  as 
follows — 

ARTICLES  OF  FAITH  AND  GENERAL 

RULES. 

Article  I. 

We  believe  in  God  the  F ather  Almighty, 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  in  Jesus 
Christ  his  only  begotten  Son  our  Lord ; 
and  that  he  was  conceived  by  the  Holy

Art.  IV.

JfeW’  Yorkf  July  24, 1821. 

The  Society  continued  to  increase,  so 
that  an  adjoining  schoobroom  was  con¬ 
nected  with  the  first,  to  accommodate  the 
congregation,  but  proving  too  small,  the 
Trustees  then  took  measures  for  building 
a  Meeting  house ;  and  on  the  first  day  of 
September,  obtained  possession  of  ground 
for  that  purpose  on  the  east  side  of  Chrys- 
tie-street,  between  Pump  and  Hester 
streets;  and  on  the  31st  day  of  December 
they  had  erected  a  Meeting-house,  the  walls 
of  stone  and  brick,  of  about  50  by  73  feet 
(with  basement  story)  completely  plastered 
inside,  seated,  and  furnished  with  stoves 
and  lamps,  and  was  on  that  day  opened 
and  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  God,  in 
the  presence  of  a  crowded  congregation. 
Little  children  could  not  be  bettetJ^uscd 
with  their  innocent  amu|gm^nts,f^^J^se 
plain  honest-hearted  ^fehodist^^lere, 
when  engaged  in  buildii^th^r  Meeting¬ 
house  ;  and  the  satisfacti^  tiey  enjoyed 
in  anticipating  the  privilege  they  should 
have  of  being  accommpdated  with  a  con¬ 
venient  house  to  meet  Jiffid  worship  in,  free 
fixHB  strife  and  controversy,  is  indescriba¬ 
ble,  and  the  blessings  of  Heaven  on  their 
exertions,  will,  it  is  believed,  be  remem¬ 
bered  with  thankfulness,  as  long  as  any  of 
them  shall  retain  the  power  of  recollection. 

From  the  commencement,  the  Society 
had  been  greatly  persecuted  and  slandered^ 


and  especially  their  Preacher,  which  called 
from  his  pen  a  small  pamphlet,  entitled 
‘‘  The  Rights  of  the  People  Vindicated,  in 
an  explanation  of  the  views  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Society  established  in  New-York, 
August  9th,  1820.”  “Let  every  man 
speak  truth  with  his  neighbour.”

ANECDOTE. 

Thomas  Fuller,  so  celebrated  for  his 
great  memory,  had  once  occasion  to  attend 
on  a  committee  of  sequestration,  sitting  at 
Waltham,  in  Essex.  He  got  into  a  con¬ 
versation  with  them,  and  was  much  com¬ 
mended  for  his  powers  of  memory.  “  Tis 
true,  gentlemen,”  observed  Mr.  Fuller, 
“that  fame  has  given  me  the  report  of 
being  a  good  memorist ;  and  if  you  please, 
I  will  give  you  a  specimen  of  it.”  The 
gentlemen  gladly  acceded  to  the  proposal, 
and  laying  aside  their  business,  requested 
Mr.  F.  to  begin.  “  You  want  a  specimen 
of  my  memory,  and  you  shall  have  a  good 
one.  Your  Worships  have  thought  fit  to 
sequestrate  a  poor  but  honest  parson,  who 
is  my  near  neighbour,  and  to  commit  him 
to  prison.  The  unfortunate  man  has  a 
large  family  of  children,  and  as  his  cir¬ 
cumstances  are  but  indifferent,  if  you  will 
have  the  goodness  to  release  him  out  of  pri¬ 
son,  I  pledge  myself  never  to  forget  the 
kindness  while  I  live.”  It  is  said  that  the 
jest  had  such  an  influence  on  the  commit¬ 
tee,  that  they  immediately  restored  the  poor 
clergyman. 

COWPER. 

“If  there  is  a  good  man  on  earth,” 
Lord  Thurlow  was  \ront  to  say,  it  is 
William  Cowper.”  From  his  childhood, 
he  possessed  a'  heart  of  the  most  exquisite 
tenderness  and  sensibility.  His  life  was 
ennobled  by  many  private  acts  of  benefi¬ 
cence  ;  and  his  exemplary  virtue  was 
such,  that  the  opulent  sometimes  delighted 
to  make  him  their  almoner.  In  his  se¬ 
questered  life  at  Olney,  he  administered 
abundantly  to  the  wants  of  the  poor ;  and 
before  he  quitted  St.  Alban’s,  he  took  upon 
himself  the  charge  of  a  necessitous  child, 
in  order  to  extricate  him  from  the  perils 
of  being  educated  by  very  profligate 
parents ;  this  child  he  educated,  and  after¬ 
wards  had  him  settled  at  Oundle^  in  Nor¬ 
thamptonshire.

WEDNESDAY,  NOVEMBER  16,  1825 
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On  Sanday  morning,  two  young  men  from 
Long  Branch,  New-Jersey,  named  Williams  & 
Lane,  were  found  dead  in  ihe  cabin  of  the  sloop 
General  Jackson  ;  they  had  coal  burning  in  a 
cooking  furnace,  the  cabin  being  tight,  it  caus* 
ed  their  death— their  bodies  were  found  Iving 
together  near  the  stairs.  Caution  should  be 
used  in  burning  charcoal  in  a  tight  room.^ 

A  destriictive  lire  broke  out  in  Boston  last 
Thursday  in  a  Hatters  shop  and  destroyed  nine 
or  ten  large  and  valuable  buildings,  containing 
25  lawyers  offices,  and  about  20  shops.  Two  <3 
the  private  libraries  destroyed  were  valued  as 
high  as  J 10,000  each. 

The  Buffalo  papers  mention  that  by  the  ar¬ 
rival  and  departure  of  Canal  boats  and  vessels 
on  the  Lake,  that  place  has  assumed  all  the  ap* 
pearance  of  a  sea  port,  while  the  freight  on  the 
fake  has  so  increased  that  it  is  doubtful  whether 
the  vessels  employed  will  be  able  to  carry  it 
before  the  winter  sets  in. — Clams,  oysters,  &c. 
are  plenty  in  the  place  from  this  city. 

On  a  railway  in  England  lately  erected,  a 
steam  engine  drew  the  weight  of  90  tons  for  a 
number  of  miles,  consisting  of  ooals,  merchan¬ 
dise  and  passengers  to  the  number  of  between  4 
and  500,  at  the  rate  of  from  10  to  15  miles  an 
hour,  while  the  country  was  lined  with  thou¬ 
sands  of  spectators. 

Gen.  Lmayette  arrived  safely  in  France  and 
was  escorted  to  his  house  by  a  cavalcade  of 
young  men  from  the  principal  families  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Havre. 

The  cargoes  of  the  two  Canal  boats  from  Ro¬ 
chester  and  Buffalo  were  sold  at  the  Coffee 
House  on  Thursday  last,  consisting  of  half  bar- 
rals  of  choice  flour  for  family  use,  butter,  hats, 
flaxseed,  wheat,  peas  and  some  elegant  chairs 
and  a  number  of  highly  finished  wooden  pails, 
a  large  trunk  filled  wim  articles  of  Indian  man¬ 
ufacture  from  Mackinaw,  a  quantity  of  stone 
ware,  some  domestic  flannels,  and  a  straw  hat 
in  imitation  of  leghorn,  manufactured  by  a 
young  woman  13  years  of  age,  of  the  native 
^rass  at  Braddock,  by  Lake  Ontario.  The  most 
remarkable  part  of  the  exhibition,  was  a  col¬ 
lection  of  animals,  two  wolves,  a  fox  and  four 
Raccoons  were  all  tied  upon  one  cart,  which, 
although  crowded  together,  were  perfectly  qui- 
•t  and  appeared  on  terms  of  the  utmost  friend¬ 
ship. 

^ttsburgb,  in  Pennsylvania,  appears  U^be  In¬ 
creasing  ;  70  buildings  have  been  erecM  the 
past  year,  and  their  manufactories  are  in  active 
operation. 

The  Massachusetts  State  Prison  has  yielded  a 
profit  of  upwards  of  ^ 10,000  the  jrosl  year  ;  this 
Is  far  better  than  any  other  prison  we  have 
heard  from. 

It  is  contemplated  to  erect  a  Light  House  at 
Fredonia,  on  Lake  Erie,  which  is  to  be  supplied 
with  Gas  from  the  earth. 

The  affairs  of  the  Greeks  appear  more  en¬ 
couraging  by  the  late  advices  ;  the  American 
Squadroli  had  visited  Smyrna  and  was  well  re¬ 
ceived. 

The  Banks  of  this  city  refuse  to  take  any 
country  bank  notes  which  are  not  regnlarly'lre- 
deemed  here* 


Fatal  Sport. — Some  workmen  who  were  em¬ 
ployed  at  a  Mill,  near  Bristol,  in  Bucks  Co. 
lately  sawed  off  (all  to  an  inch)  the  only  board 
laid  across  the  forebay  of  the  mill,  where  the 
w'ater  was  10  feet  deep,  in  order  that  an  old 
man,  who  was  expected  to  cro^  it,  might  fall 
in  and  be  ducked ;  they  warned  several  persons 
not  to  go  over  it,  but  the  old  man,  in  passing 
over  as  expected,  broke  the  board,  fell  through, 
a  splinter  ran  into  his  bowels,  a  mortification 
ensued,  of  which  he  died  in  two  weeks  after ; 
previous  to  his  death  he  forgave  the  perpetra¬ 
tors  of^bis  wicked  act,  and  expressed  his  wish 
that  they  might  not  be  prosecuted.
